Gage, reply- 
ing to the Governors recent cause 
letter in answer to a memorial sent 
him by the State Board of Trade: 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18, 1901.— 
Hon. Henry T. Gage, Governor of 
California, Sacramento, Cal.—Sir: Your 
reply to the memorial of the California 
State Board of Trade is just received. 
You have so entirely misconceived and 
misstated the object of the memorial 
that, in justice to the board, I feel im- 
pelled to notice your communication. 
An examination of the memorial will 
disclose no jon whatever that 
you call out t militia, or that you 
resort to any particular remedy in aid 
of the farmers who are unable to move 
their grain because of the 


the duties of the Executive and the 
limitations plec upon him by the 
Constitution and laws of the State are 
wholly gratuitous, since nething in the 
memorial called for such treatment. 
The memorial had no other object than 
to call attention to conditions which 
were believed to exist, and which were 
resulting in loss and damage to 
the farming ustry of the State. 

A belief was expressed that if pro- 
tection could be\given to those who 
stood ready to handle the grain of the 
State at rt Costa, all fur 
bargo on grain movements would at 
once cease, and, within a reasonable 
time, and before the rainy season had 
commenced, the of the State 
er shelter in the 
warehouses. It was an unwarranted 
assumption on your part that you were 
expected forthwith to call out the 
militia. Nothing was further from 
the t of the board than that. 
The conditions to which reference was 
made were such as seemed to the 
board to call for inv tion at least, 
and it was but reasonable to ask . at 
your hands the application of such 
remedies as would give all who wished 
to work the protection of our laws, if 
they were not now receiving such pro- 
tection. Hence the prayer of the me- 
morial: “We therefore respectfully 
request at your hands such investiga- 
tion of the facts as may disclose to 
the Executive mind, t necessary 
remedies and the earliest practical ap- 
plication of such remedies.” 

If I do not misinterpret your reply. 
your position is that you are powerics<« 
to interfere in any way except upon the 
request of the Sheriff of “oatra Costa 
county, and upon such snowing by him 
as brings the case within your con- 
ception’ of your power under the Con- 
stition and laws. You quote the Sheriff 
as saying: It the Board of Super- 
visors of Contra Costa county will de- 
fray the expenses of posse comitatus, 
I beliewe the trouble wou'd seon be 
ended.” 

Here is certainiy an admission that 
there is trouble requiring officia! inter- 
vention of some character, and that if 
given such trouble “would soon be 
ended.” 

I do not vouch for ite truth, but it 
is stated that a committee the farm- 
ers of the State, com of William 
Beckman, J. Craig and J. H. Rice, all 
well-known citizens of this State, have 
recently called upon the Sheriff of Con- 
tra Costa county for protection to la- 
bor in handling the grain at Port Cos- 
ta; that the Sheriff made answer, as 
he did to you, that he could take care 
of the situation, if the Supervisors 
would pay the expenses, which he has 
no assurance they will do. It appears, 
therefore, that the Sheriff of Contra 
Costa county is as helpless as you con- 
fess yourself to be. Under the circum- 
stances, the farmers’ committee, it is 
stated, have determined to recommend 
to the farmers that they come to Port 
Costa with their men and in such force 
as to be able to protect themselves. It 
is to be hoped that if the officers of 
the law can find no justification for 
securing the safety of men who desire 
to work, they will at least fi no war- 
rant for interfering to prevent those 
from working We desire to work and 
stand ready to protect themselves. 

The board has no opinion, 
and has none, as to who are responsi- 
bie for the present situation. It re- 
spectfully invited your attention to the 
condition, and not its origin. The board 
did not request you to call out the 
militia, or to substitute military for 
civil authority. The discussion of these 
questions by You was therefore not 
called for by the memorial. It is to 
be regretted that this phase of the 
matter, wholly of your own creation,
